This  is  deplorable  as  at  the  present  time  a well  maintained  house 
which  lacks  the  amenities  obtainable  by  means  of  a Standard  Grant 
toward  the  cost  of  installing  a bath  in  a bathroom,  inside  sanitary 
accommodation,  wash-hand  basin,  hot  water  supply  and  food  store 
provision,  is  available  on  application  to  the  Local  Authority.

COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Inspections  were  made  of  Council-owned  houses  on  the  cessation 
of  tenancies,  exchange  of  tenancies  and  where  tenants  were  somewhat 
neglectful  as  to  the  reasonable  cleanliness  of  their  houses. 

The  number  of  visits  made  for  the  above  purposes  was  42. 
There  still  exists  a small  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  of  both  Council 
and  privately  owned  houses,  where  continuous  visits  have  to  be  made 
in  order  that  some  reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  can  be  maintained. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

This  year  has  been  exceptional  in  the  fact  that  only  22  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases  have  been  received. 

The  usual  practice  of  issuing  disinfectants  and  advice,  where 
necessary,  was  carried  out. 

No  notification  of  food-poisoning  was  received  during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  supplied  with  a satisfactory  and  generally  ample 
supply  for  the  needs  of  the  area,  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board, 
of  which  the  Council  is  a canstituent  member. 

Unfortunately,  some  people  have  again  been  short  of  supply 
in  the  higher  levels  of  the  southern  part  of  the  district  when  the  pressure 
of  water  has  been  reduced  during  dry  periods. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  River  Rhymney,  which  bounds  the  western  side  of  the 
district,  is  gradually  being  improved  by  the  efforts  of  the  River  Board 
and  the  danger  of  flooding  in  parts  of  the  district,  is  greatly  lessened. 

Works  now  proceeding  with  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  effluent 
from  the  British  Benzol  and  Coal  Distillation  Plant  into  the  sewer, 
will  practically  eliminate  any  pollution  of  the  water  in  the  river  as 
far  as  this  area  is  concerned. 

The  exceptional  flooding  of  the  river  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  when  a number  of  houses  and  other  buildings  were  affected, 
occasioned  great  activity  in  the  Engineer’s  department  with  regard 
to  first  aid  methods  of  assistance  to  the  people  affected  and  was  deeply 
appreciated. 

The  works  which  have  been  carried  out  by  the  River  Board 
since  the  flooding  in  cleaning  out  and  deepening  the  bed  of  the  river  etc., 
should  prevent  or  lessen  the  damage  caused  by  any  similar  occurences. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS. 

One  swimming  pool,  privately  owned,  exists  in  the  district. 
Samples  of  water  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  and  were  satisfactory. 

Unfortunately,  there  still  exists  a section  of  the  community 
whose  business  it  is  to  damage  property  and  much  time  and  labour  is 
expended  in  repairing  this  damage  in  order  to  provide  this  amenity. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report,  no  new  industries  have  been  set 
up  in  the  area  where  smoke  is  emitted  and  the  main  contributory  factor 
to  smoke  pollution  are  the  domestic  chimneys. 

There  still  is  a grit  emmission  from  the  coke  quenching  appar- 
atus at  the  Benzol  Plant  but  everything  that  can  be  done  has  been  done 
to  minimise  the  grit  emmissior. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A once  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  maintained 
throughout  the  district  and  since  my  last  report  a part  of  the  area  has 
been  provided  with  dsut  bins  and  the  remainder  of  the  area  will  be 
similarly  treated  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  tipping  and  no  effort  is  spared 
to  keep  the  tips  vermin  free  and  in  order. 

I would  prefer  to  see  Controlled  Tipping  introduced  in  the 
area,  but  the  absence  of  suitable  sites  and  the  lack  of  covering  materials 
makes  it  almost  impossible  to  adopt  this  form  of  disposal.

FROZEN  FOODS. 

The  majority  of  food  shops  in  the  area,  in  common  with  similar 
shops  in  other  areas,  have  quite  a considerable  trade  in  frozen  packed 
foods. 

These  food  packs  are  produced  by  reputable  firms  in  the  most 
hygenic  conditions  and  are  subjected  to  a method  of  quick  freezing  so 
as  to  retain  the  flavour  and  colouring  of  the  various  foods  prepared. 

I am  given  to  understand  that  the  foods  so  processed  must  be 
retained  at  the  temperature  of  processing,  as  near  as  possible,  until 
sold  to  the  customer,  I understand  also  that  it  is  not  advisable  to 
re-freeze  any  of  these  foods  which  may  have  been  thawed  out  mainly 
through  a breakdown  in  the  electricity  supply  to  the  refrigeration 
cabinets  in  which  the  foods  are  kept  in  the  retail  shops. 
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The  problem  arises  with  food  inspectors  to  know  if  any  of 
these  refrigeration  cabinets  have  had  a temporary  stoppage  in  the 
refrigeration  process  so  as  to  impair  the  qualities  of  the  foods  stored 
therein  as  there  exists  no  means  of  ascertaining  this  by  means  of  instru- 
ments to  register  the  temperature  which  has  been  constant  within  the 
cabinet  over  a period  of  time. 

This  trade  is  definitely  expanding  as  almost  every  week  some 
new  variety  of  foodstuff  is  added  to  the  long  list  of  the  foods  already 
being  processed  and  it  may  be  that  in  the  near  future  some  method 
may  have  to  be  evolved  whereby  an  inspector  may  be  able  by  some 
means  or  other  to  ascertain  that  these  processed  foods  have  been 
kept  at  the  temperature  that  will  ensure  the  cohsumer  a food  to  be 
consumed  as  visualised  by  the  manufacturer.  I do  not  argue  that 
the  articles  that  may  have  been  subjected  to  a thawing  are  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  but  the  quality  and  taste  of  the  articles  may 
have  suffered  as  a consequence. 


ICE-CREAM. 

Ice-cream  is  now  sold  in  almost  all  the  food  shops  in  the  area, 
mostly  pre-packed  and  manufactured  by  reputable  firms.  Only  in 
one  instance  is  this  commodity  manufactured  and  the  samples  taken 
from  this  establishment  have  been  reported  as  satisfactory  on  every 
occasion. 

Constant  supervision  is  maintained  on  vendors  of  ice-cream  from 
vehicles  and  every  vehicle  is  examined  with  regard  to  its  equipment. 


LICENCED  PREMISES. 


There  are  14  licensed  premises  in  the  area  properly  equipped 
with  toilet  facilities  for  men  and  women  and  in  every  case  they  are 
provided  with  an  ample  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  for  the  cleansing 
of  the  utensils  used  in  the  trade. 
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CAFES  AND  CANTEENS. 

Visits  are  paid  to  canteens  and  cafes  and  the  food  handlers 
engaged  on  these  premises  are  continually  being  reminded  to  keep 
and  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  both  the  premises  and 
themselves  especially  in  their  personal  habits. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

Only  two  bakehouses  are  still  in  existence  in  the  area  and  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  Food  Regulations  are  rigidly  observed 
by  the  occupiers  engaged  in  the  trade. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  4 privately  owned  slaughterhouses  situated  in  the 
area  and  approximately  85  per  cent  of  the  animals  slaughtered  are 
distributed  for  human  consumption  outside  the  limits  of  the  urban 
district. 

A 100  per  cent  examination  of  all  animals  slaughtered  is  carried 
out  mainly  by  your  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  who  is  full-time 
employed  at  the  Maesycwmmer  Abbatoir  and  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  at  the  3 smaller  establishments. 

To  maintain  this  100  per  cent  inspection,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  work  on  every  Sunday  and  overtime  on  week  days.

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PEST  CONTROL  AND  RODENT  DISINFESTATION 

A full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  to 
deal  with  rats  and  mice  infestations  and  despite  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  past  years,  these  pests  are  still  with  us. 

The  continual  patrolling  of  the  district  and  the  promptness  in 
dealing  with  infestation  reports  is  keeping  these  particular  pests  in 
a good  measure  of  control. 

The  bi-annual  maintenance  of  the  sewers,  which  is  carried 
out  in  the  months  of  March  and  September  of  each  year  is  instrumental 
in  keeping  surface  infestations  down  to  a minimum 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
are  contained  in  appendix  1. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948.

Only  in  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  serve  a notice  to  cleanse 
and  provide  sufficent  lighting  of  sanitary  conveniences.
